The Serpent Disaster. 


Lonpon, Nov. 13.—The British torpedo 
cruiser Serpent was lost off the Spanish coast 
andthe fate of the crew is not yet known. 
She carried six gune and wasatwin-screw 
vessel of 1,770 tons and 4,500 horse-power. 

A heavy mist prevailed on Monday night 
and the Serpent was about twenty miles 
north of Cape Finisterre. A violent storm 
was raging when she went on the rocks, and 
this prevented any assistance being sent her 
from the shure. The mist obscured the vision 
and waves ran so high that it was impossible 
to send ashore for help. Fastened on the 
the rocks, tremendous waves swept over the 
deck of the vessel and swept away group 
after group of the unfortunate beings who 
were confined on board. There were 250 on 
board and, so far as any one knows, only 
three have been saved. There were 170 
officers. The others were going out to relieve 
mon on ships at the African station. 

The news was carried to Comuna, a distance 
of sixty miles, over mountain roads, then 
telegraphed to London. The Admiralty could 
give no information outside of press reports. 
The Duke of Edinburgh was at a Patti con- 


' cert at Plymouth when the news réached that 


Itwas carried to him in the concert 
hall, and he immediately retired and visited 
the newspaper offices to learn further details. 
The Admiralty has telegraphed the British 
Consul at Comuna. The Queen has tele- 

graphed the Duke of Edinburgh. Lord 
George Hamilton, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
addressed a Conservative banquet at Acton 
this evening, and before beginning bis speech 
acid he regrattad to announce the 

Serpent and possibly a dreadful. loss of lite. 

The announcement caused a sensation, and 
there was evidently a feeling among those 
present that the banquet had better be post- 
poned, but no such action was taken. Lord 
George Hamilton led the toasts with an unu- 
sually jolly speech, which provoked peal 
after peal of laughter. News of this reached 
the clubs and caused much severe criticisin. 

The Serpent was a cruiser of the third class. 
She was built at Davenport in 1888, after the 
ideas of Admiral Cooper Key who insisted on 
an immense horsepower, which, according 
to previous notions, was out of all propor- 
tions to her displacement. She cost $606,000. 
She could maintain a speed of seventeen 
knots an hour. Lord Brassy, in his naval an- 
nual, adversely criticised the vessel. It is 
claimed that she was unseaworthy and broke 
down on all her trial trips. 

The newspaper offices at Plymouth were 
besieged by the wives and parents And child- 
ren of the lost sailors searching fornews. It 
is said that some of the sailors expressed 
fear of some mishap before the voyage bo- 
gan. 

DETAILS OF THE WRECK. 


Later advices from Cape Bueick, in the 
Province of Corruna, Spain, the scene of the 
wreck ofthe British torpedo cruiser Serpent, 
state that at II o’clock Monday night, in the 
midstof an impenetrable darkness, the war 
ship struck the reefs bows-on. She was 
hurled upon the rocks with such tremendous 
force that their jagged edges tore her keel as 
readily as a match might be split by the 
sharpest knife. A moment later a mammoth 
wave lifted the cruiser high above the reef, 
oniy to dash her buck upon its stony face 
the next Iustant with a great hole 
stove in her bottom. With the next sea the 
unfortunate vessel slipped from the rocks 
into deep water. Through the awful gap in 
ber bull the water rushed in by the hundreds 
of tons and then, in the midst of the awful 
blackness of the night, the howling of the 
wind and the hoarse roar of the waters beat- 
ind againstthe fatal reefs, the cruiser Ser- 
pent, with nearly three hundred men, plunged 
to the bottom of the Atlantic Ocean. At the 
momentofthe fearful catastrophe the great

BIRCHALL READY. 


The Murderer of Fred C.. Ben- 
well to Be Hanged To- 
Morrow. 


Affecting Farewell Interview Be- 
tween the Doomed Man and 
His Wife. 


Birchall Breaks Up His Little Heme in the 
Jalil, Finishes His Farewell Cerrespond- 
ence and Disposes of Gis Personal Effects 
—Remarkable Nerve of the Man—Ne Sign 
ef Breaking Down—Mrs. Birchall Half 
Distracted With Grief—Extraerdinary 
Precautions Taken by the Sheri fi— 
Flowers Brought to the Murderer by Old 
Schoolmates—History of the Crime. 


» WoopnsrTock, Ontario, Nov: 13.—J. Reginald 
who on Feb. 17 last ied Frederick 
Cornwall Benwell off to the lonely Bienheim 
} Swamp and there foully murdered him, is 
preparing to meet his death with as much 
calmness as though he were making arrange- 
ments to go ona mere earthly journey. Tes 
terday he busied himself with finishing up his 
farewell correspondence. He began this dis- 
mal task Tuesday, and labored at it until 
dark. Yesterday morning he resumed it, and 
by noon it was allcompleted. Sofaras he 
oould then remember he had bidden adieu to 
ali the people he wished to say 
a parting word to. The letters 
made a considerable bundle, and he sent 
them to his wife who will postthem. Most of 
hem are addressed to friends in England, 
though he has written brief notes of thanks to 
Mr. Blackstock, Mr. McKay and the other 
“Nawyers who have attended him. During all 
this cheerless task he was brave and never 
showed signe of breaking down, nor did he 
betray any symptoms of weakness when he 
setabout his next occupation which was, if 
possible, more trylog than the letter-writing. 
this was the bfeaking up the little home in 
— gbere he lived = #0 long, and 
oh be has decorated and made 
ost cheerful with pictures, sketches, 
and little odds and ends. He took ali of them 
down and made a general house-cieaning. The 
books and the sketches which he had made 
himeelf, together with some of the little 
scraps of bric-a-brac he had gathered, he 
packed away in hie trunk. Ihen he took all 
his clothing, save the suit he was woaring, 
and a change of linen for the fatal morning, 
and folded it carefully up and put it with the 
other things in his trunk.

Mrs. Birchall 
Tuesday night had her final private interview 
with her husband. The time fixed for it was 
Tuesday night, and she had hardly begun to 
talk with him when Mr. Wade, rector of Old 
St. Paul's Church here, who-is Biychall’a 
spiritual adviser, arrived and the interview 
was broken up. In consideration of this in- 
terruption it was decided to give Mrs. 
Birchal another opportunity last night. 
It Was insisted, though, that the condemned 
man and his wife should not approach nearer 
than three feet of one another. Yesterday 
even this privilege was withdrawu. The Gov- 
ernor of the jail, kind-hearted Mr. Cameron, 
called on rs. Birchell at her hotel in the 
afternoon to tell her that he had received or- 
dere that the old rule must be enforced. 80 
last night akeeper stood between husband 
and wife while they said their farewell words. 
The fear that Bircheli would make way with 
himself in some way and that his wife would 
furnish bim the means to do it is the 
cause of allthis. The anxiety on this score 
ou the part ot Sheriff Perry has amounted to 
a sort of panic and bas caused many precau- 
tions which are absurd, and some which seem 
almost heartless. The fear, however, was by 
mo means a groundiess one, though it was not 
necessary to ~oatall the lengths that have 
been gone to prevent any such event taking 
place. Mrs. Birchall keeps her room rigidly 
except when she goes to the jail. All her 
meals are served in her room, and her sister, 
Mrs. West Jones, is constantly with her.

came here. With nim was Mrs. Ingallis of 
Montreal, who has taken a deep interest in 

oor Mre. Birchall. Mr. Leetham and Mrs. 

ngallis went tothe jail inthe afternoon and 
carried Birchall some flowers. They did not 
see him, of course. Nobody sees him except 
his wife, Mr. Wade and the jail attendants. 
Birchall received a number of letters during 
the day. The majority were from cranks, but 
one from England brought him the news that 
bie mother and his half-brother were danger- 
ously iu. He betrayed a good deal of 
emotion: over this. The scaffola is not 
yet erected, but will be put in 
position to- day. It willbe in the northwest 
corner of the jail yard, and Birchall from his 
cell must certainly hear the sound of putting 
ittogether. In the town here nothing else but 
the execution is talked of, and it also absorbs 
all interest as to noticeably affect business as 
was the case during the trial.

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SMOKE CONS SUMERS. 


A PERFECT SWARM OF INVENTORS PAYING 
THE MAYOR VISITS. 


All Have Got Machines Which Will Do the 
Work Which the Mayor and Citizens Are 
So Apzious te Have Done—Some of the 
Ideas for Smeke Consumption—Com- 
plain of the Lack of Lighting—City Hall 
Matters. 


The smoke nuisance has again become the 
subject for investigation and consideration. 
The Mayor has set about getting the opinions 
of physicians as tothe evil effects of smoke 
laden air for breathing purposes and the 
opinions of business men as to the other evil 
effects. In doing these things he has stirred 
up a swarm of new annoyances, and his time 
ia now largely occupied in ayoiding the re- 
suits of his own doings. He alone is not the 
only sufferer; all the other officials who can 
have the least word to say come in for their 
share. 

This new variety of annoyance is the smoke 
consumer inventor andagent. His number is 
legion and the variety and excellence of his 
machine is a caution. 

Secretary Brennan is posted through expe- 
rience and so is the Mayor. The Secretary 
comes into the inner sanctum and says: 4 
man wants to see vou. 

Wo is be?“ 

„Smoke consumer. 

„Tell bim I’m dead or something. 

The Secretary bears the message and the 
smoke consumer then explains that all he 
wants is that his machine shall be given a 
fair show with the rest and be puton one of 
the city institutions to be tested. The 
atock of city institutions is exhausted, 
however, so his request is refused. 
There are more patent smoke-consuming and 
preventing conveniences now than there are 
sewing machines, and they approach in num- 
bers and variety the patent car-coupler. 
Every one of them is a perfect machine, if the 
word of the inventor can be taken. 

Throughout theentire list there are, how- 
ever, but four or five fundamental principles 
on which they are based. The most common 
is the blast furnace, where the draft is in- 
creased either bya steam Injector or bya 


rotary fan. Then comes the one which takes 
the smoke ona double trip through the fur- 
nace. It ie first drawn bya suction pipe 
down under the fire and then forced 
back through it from beneath. A third 
variety catches the smoke on its way to the 
stack and hammers it to pieces in a swiftly 
revolving tan, and another reverses the dratt 
so that instead of burning upward the fire 
burns from the top downward, causing all the 
smoke to pass through the hottest part of the 
fire. This last contrivance is meeting with 
rather more fayor than the rest. 

The patent grate bars which are calculated 
to do away with smoke are too numerous to 
mention. Many of these patents are working, 
and working well, but none have been found 
which will apply to all styles of boilers 4nd 
furnaces, and objections are found to most of 
them. This can be ascribed tothe steam en- 
gineers to a great extent, as they all have 
their likes and ideas about these things.

thorough study of the whole system and

want to say in the first place t at if a smoke 
ordinance is passed that 1 don’t want it tied 
on to my department. I would not have an 
engineer friend left if it was. As to the prac- 
tical workings of smoke pert. I must 
say that there are many things to be consid- 
ered, but in general there is not the slightest 
doubt as to the possibility of abating the 
nuisance to a very great extent. The greatest 
enemy ofsmoke prevention is the freman, 
and it is safe to say that50 per cent of the 
smoke could be done away with by proper fir- 
ing alone and without Using a consumer, 
75 per cent of the consumers which have been 
more or less successful have been so because 
they give a good fire; compiete combustion is 
the only real remedy for smoke and a ma- 
chine which will Lig that result will be a 
success. I have seen gh my many of these 
machines and some of them work very well 
while others do not, but in many instances a 
machine works well in one place and not in 
another simply because it is handied by differ- 
ent men. That we will find some means in 
the end I ve no doubt and when it Is found 
it will be nel saver as well as asmoke- 
preventer. The only true way isto prevent 
the smoke by b — 1 the fuel.

satisfactory regularity. All shortcomings in 
the lighting are known to the lighting depart- 
ment of the city, but exactly what steps have 
been taken in the matter is not known. 

An arrangemeut wes made some time ago 
with the Chief of Policé whereby all lamps not 
burning are noted aud reported by the patrol- 
men. These reports are sent daily to the In- 
spector of City Lighting forcorrection. He 
does not seem disturbdsd, however, by the in- 
crease in the number of such reports, but 
whether or not hehas ipplied a remedy is not 
known.

MATT KELLY ARRESTED IN JOLIET 
WATCHMAN FURLONG’S MURDER. 


Officer King Will Return With the Prisoner 
This Evening—The Long Hunt After 
Kelly—How Officer John Furlong Was 
Beaten to Death Eighteen Menths Ago— 


Evidence Against Kelly. 
\ 


Officer King Is expected to arrive from 
Joliet, III., this evening with Matthew Kelly, 
the supposed murderer of Private Watchman 
Furlong. Kelly served eleven months in the 
Illinois State Penitentiary for burglary, sav- 
ing one month of his sentence by good be- 
havior. He was employed in the boot shop 
burnishing heels and became quite an expert 
in the work, afact which the Warden of the 
Missouri State Penitentiary will probably 
make a note ot. 

The crime of which Kelly ac- 
cused is the murder of John 
Fyrlong, a private watchman, about a year 
and a half ago. Furlong was assaulted by a 
gang of hoodiums on the corner of Fifteenth 
street and Franklin avenue on the night of 
May 2, 1889, and most bruthlly beaten, the 
first blow having been given from behind and 
without any warning. A few minutes later a 
policeman found him lying insensible on the 
sidewaik, and his face was so beaten up and 
covered with blood thatit was not until he 
had been removed to the City Hospital that 
he was recognized as John Furlong, who for 
five years as a private watchman had been 
the terror of the toughs in the 
vicinity of Fifteenth and O’ Fallon 
streets. His skull was found to 
be fractured, and his face and body were one 
mass of bruises, An effort was made to save 
the man’s life by a surgical operation, but he 
died four days afterwards and without having 
returned to consciousness. 

THE ASSAULT ON FURLONG. 
The assault on Furiong was witnessed by 


several people, but the police had a good deal. 


of trouble in finding any positive evidence 
against the young men under suspicion. 
Frank McGarry, James Hayes, John King and 


Pat Kane were at first arrested, but the evyi- 
dence against them was very weak, and they 
were discharged. The inquest on Kelly’ 8 ro- 
mains was held the day after his death, and the 
funeral took place the next day, the services 
at St. Lawreace, O’Toole’s Ohurch being at- 
tended by an immense crowd of opie, for 
Furlong was wellknown in that vicinity and 
was very popular notwithstanding the jarge 
number of enemies he had made among the 
criminal classes. He wasa young man, only 
28 years of age,and one of his brothers, Father 
Furlong, was and still is one of the most pop- 

ular young priests in the city. He has charge 
of Assumption Church in the southern part of 
the city, and another brother is with the 
Meacham Arms Co. 

At the inquest Herbert Cornwall, a 14-year- 
old boy, living at 1417 Franklin avenue, testi- 
fied that the man who struck Furlong the first 
blow was a young man named Matt Kelly. 

THE EVIDENCE AGAINST KELLY. * 

He knew Kelly very well, he said, and saw 
him slip up behing gf wag « and hit him in the 
head with a club, the ow knocking him 
down. The man was them kickea and beaten 
by Kelly and his comrades, but Oornwall 
recognized only Kelly., As the latter bad not 
been seen at any of dis accustomed loafing 
22 since the night ot the assault, the po- 

ice accepted the testimony as the best clue 
received of the assailants, and a search was 
instituted for the 8228 man. He could not 
be found, however, and jt was evident that he 
had left the city. A few weeks later 
they thought they dad located him 
at Kansas City and Detective McGrath was 
sent after him, but the suspect proved to be 
the wrong man. A number of clews as to his 
whereabouts were received at different times 
and finally the right man was located, but he 
was then in the Joliet Penitenti and could 
not be brought back to St. Louis until he had 
served out his term.

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 13.—The yield of corn 
is much less than anticipated, the average in 
this part of the State being less than ten bush- 
els to the acré, and further west even less. 
Farmers have nothing to feed with, and vast 
quantities of hogs, half fattened, are being 
rushed to market and sacrificed at very low 
prices. Corn is selling on the streete for from 


50 cents to 53 cente per bushel. It is impossi- 
ble to disguise the fact that in western coun- 
ties there is much destitution. Many home- 
steads are heavily encumbered and a few have 
been abandoned. Women and children are 
suffering for food, clothing and fuel. The 
churches and benevolently inclined people 
are quietly organizing for their relief.

PRESSING THEMSELVES ON 178 UI. 


A Few Venture te Guess at the Nature of 
Koch’s Lymph—Dr. Hope Says the Med- 
feal Profession is Anxieus to Learn Ali 
About the Cure and Give Ita Fair Trial. 


NEW Tonk, Nov. 13,--Prof. Koch’s expert- 
ments with his newly discovered remedy, 
which he claims is a sure cure for consump- 
ties of the tuberculous variety, are watched 
with deep interest by American physicians. 
As yet the medical journals dave published 
nothing concerning Dr. Koch and his dis- 
covery, and the physicians, having only the 
newspaper accounts to base their opinions 
on, have refrained from expressing them- 
selves fully on the probable merits of the dis- 
covery. The casy of lupus, which Dr. Koch 
showed to a select gathering of his colleagues 
in Berlin yesterday, if correctly report- 
ed in the cable dispatches, indicates 
that the lymph possesses remarkable 
potency. Lupus is a disease affecting the 
skin and membranes of the body and is much 
like tuberculesis. Like consumption, it has 
long came to be regarded as incurable. The 
more conservative doctors have paid little 
attention to what has been written about 
Mr. Koch's discovery and mainiy because 
they do not wish to be discourteous to 6 
physician of such great renown. Several of 
them placed themselves In rather unpleasant 
positions by taking up the suggestions of 
Prof. Brown-Sequard regarcing his ‘‘Elixtr 
of Life’’ befere it had been fairly 
tried and they are loath to be 
caught in tne same boat again. 
Only a few doctors are frank enough to admit 
that they have ventured a guess at the nature 
ef Dr. Koch’s lymph. They are of the opinion 
that it is a virus of tne cow-pox variety which 
is used in vaccination, attenuated by inocu- 
lation upen a series of healthy calves, and 
then mixed with one of the metal salts. This 
is allconjecture, and the guessing doctors 
will under no circumstances allow their names

One Shop- Keeper Stabbed in the 
Face and Another Assaulted. 


While Tryivg to Protect a Neighbor's Prop- 
erty, E. Kistner, = Taler, Is seriously 
Cut and Wounded—Ernest Pulvermacher 
Assauited by iwe Thieves, but He Es- 
capes With a Few Bruises After Koock- 
fee Them Dewn With His Fist—A 
Widew's Cash Drawer Stolen—An Exci't- 
ing Chase on Franklin Avenue Last 
Night. 


A ‘‘raign of terror’’ exists among the 
Franklin avenue shop-keepers, between 
Twentieth street and Leffingwell avenue, and 
the small dealers of the street stand in con- 
stant dread after dark of thieves who do not 
fear to walk into a store and help themselves 
or murderously attack those who would dare 
Interrupt them. This feeling of alarm and 
unsafety though known to the police 
has only to-day been made public 
and then by chance, when it was learned that 
a teilor.was stabbed and almost killed last 


Monday night on Franklin avenue, while 
trying to protect his neighbor’s 
goods. A canvass among the store- 
keepers for an hour this morning 


brought to light a system of robbery prac- 


ticed by 
AN ORGANIZED GANG 


of thieves, who ply their vocation with- 
out fear or restraint and 90 
far with little interference. There 


always bas been more or less plifering and 
small thieving going on along Franklin 
avenue, where every shopkeeper display 
their wares on thesidewalk, but never bave 
they suffered such great losses or stood in 
mortal dread of assassination while trying to 
protect their property. 

The reign of terror began last Monday night 
when Mr. EK. Kistner, a tailor at 2012 Franklin 
avenue, was stabbed in the face by & 
negro thief. B. Wakeman has * 
shoe store at 2009 Franklin avenue, 
almost directiy across the street from the 
tailor shop. About 7:30 o’clock Monday night 
he was engaged cleaning his show. windows 
with a pole and chamois skin, and his front 
door was partly open. It Wes very dark out- 
side, and very few lights were lit lu the viel- 


nity. 
TWO NEGROFS 

passed in front of the store several times, but 
were not noticed by the shop keeper who was 
busy wiping the moisture from the glass and 
could see but dimly outside. According to the 
story of Mr. Kistner, who stood in bis 
doorway across the street, one of the negroes 
walked up to the stow windowon the east 


side of Wakeman’s door and bid himself be- 
dropped 


hind a post. The other negro 
on his bands and knees and 
crawling to the door pusbed it 
open ently amd waiked inside. 
A case of fine shoes sivod withia a few feet of 
the door. Grabbing five boxes of these, each 


containing two pairs of shoes, he turned to go 
out, but Mr. Wakeman, who was standing but 
two feet away. turned and shouted. The negro 
dropped tbe boxes and rushed out. Wakemin 
following close at his heeis. Mr. Kistner see 
ing what was golng on, rushed across the 
street and was about to run in the storegwhen 
the negro bidden dehlnd the post, struck 
him a terrifie biow in the neck 
and knocked him reeling into the 
gutter. He jumped to histeetand as be did 
so the negro 
STRUCK HIM AGAIN, 

but thie time with a kulte and the blade sunk 
deep into his face on the left side, 
under the evo, penetrating the 
nasul cavity. Both negroes made 
theirescape. Mr. Kistner was carried home 
and is still confined to his bed. He is in con- 
stant agony from the wound and will prob- 
ably lose his left eye. Mr. Wakeman said this 
morning he saw the negro standing at the 
dourway with the open knife in his band and 
his arm raised as he rusbed out in pursuit 
of the thief, and dodged to escape a blow 
from the weapon intended for bim.

AN EXCITING CHASE.

The 
officer chased them and emptied bis revolver 
in the air, fearing to shoot low on account of 
the crowd, but the thieves were too fleet fer 
bim and escaped. 

The excitement caused by this incident had 
hardly subsided when a crowd was drawn to 
Twenty-first and Franklin avenue.

TERRIBLE FATE OF JAMES s. GOOD- 
WIN, THE CARTOON ARTIST. 


THE 


Taken Sick in a Railway Car, He Falls 
While Alightizng at His Station and Is 
Killed by a Passing Freight Train—An 
Unique Figure Remeved From the Field 
of Pictorial Journaliem. 


NEW YOrK, Nov. 18.—The following are the 
details of the accidental killing of James 8. 
Goodwin, the cartoon artist, brief mention of 
which was made in dispatches yeéterday: 

Mr. Geodwin was out with some friends on 
Tuesday evening and took the theater train 
home from New York. Before he reached 
Mamaroneck, however, he became sick in the 
car and when he got off at his station he fell 
on the track. Before he had time to arise, @ 
freight train came aloog and striking him, 
hurled him several feet. The glasses which 
he always wore were found some twenty 
Nothing was missing from his 


yards away. 
pockets, thus doing away with all suspicions 
of murder and theft. Since his wife's 


death, sometime ago, Mr. Goodwin resided 
with Mr. Huntley. The latter, in telling the 
story of the accident, claimed that the rail- 
road company was responsible, as the place 
was badly lighted, and the officials were not 
at their posts at the time the accident huap- 
pened. The death of Mr. Goodwin removes 
a unique figure from the field of pictoria, 
journalism. To him the leading humorous 
artiste of the country, Zimmerman, A. B. 
Frost, Opperand others owe tos very large 
extent the widespread reputations they have 
gained. In nearly all cartoons on social sub- 
jects in the leading ‘humerous journals 
of America he was the power be- 
hind the throne. Five years ago 
the reputations of Judge and Puck 
depended to a large extent on their three 
principal cartoons. They were all on politica! 
subjects, social matters being eitber con- 
signed to a minor position or totally 
meglicoted. There was no social artist la the

One winter night, five years ago, Mr. Good- 
win, hitherto a mechanical engineer and 
draughtsman, called on Mr. Gillam of Judge 
and suggested that he be employed to furnish 
Mr. Gillam with ideas fer cartoons 
on social subjects. Mr. Goodwin had been in 
receipt of a salary of $5,000 as mechanical 
Graughtsman, but he had faith in his new 
idea and Mr. Gillam accepted the offer. 
His rough drafts of humorous cartoons indi- 
cated guch genius that he was enabled to ex- 
tend bis operations and take in Puck and other 
humorous weeklies, Harper’s publications, 
Scribner’s, the Century and many others 
throughout the United states. His idear’s for 
cartoons were drawn roughly on sheets of 


brown paper withthe subjects or dialogues 
ecribbied around the edges and from ten to

„Mr. Goodwin, said Mr. Bernard Gillam 
last evening, ‘‘will be more sorely missed 
than would any other mas connected with the 
American humorous press. He created a 
field, the like of which did not exist before. He 
prepared Ideas on every subject, except pol- 
itics, which he left severely alone. His name 
is not familiar with the majority, notwith- 
standing nis great influence in the humorous 
literature of the age. In London it was the 
custom for all the great artiste and cartoon- 
ists to meet every Wednesday at the office of 
Grip and exchange ideas for subjects of ius - 
tration, but Mr. Goodwin needed no assist- 
ance in his work.

Some of the re- 
cent tornadoes were very destructive, as for 
instance the Grinnell tornado on June 17, 
1883, by which a large section of Central lewa 
was desolated an the town itself nearly 
swept from the earth and 130 human souls 
dashed into eternity in less time than it takes 
to relate it. In Marshfield, Mo., over 100 peo- 
2 were killed. In 1888 a tornado passed over 
aryland, Delaware, New Jersey and Penn- 
syivania, destroying over $2,000,000 worth of 
2228 nd many lives.
